— T h e steamship 
Britannic, of the White Star line, which 
left New York for Liverpool Wednesnay 
I last, ran into the steamship Celtic, of 
i the same line, bound for New York, on 
I Thursday evening, during a dense fog, 
' off Nantucket. 
The Celtic was struck 
I just abaft the mizzen rigging and J9adly 
' damaged. 
The Britannic, however, sus- 
tained even greater injury, and was 
obliged to turn back to this port. 


The collision occurred about eighty 
miles from the mainland, off Nantucket. 
The Britannic was on her course, head- 
about east by north, while the Celtic 
was evidently lost, and had her bow 
pointing about south.

tion made in the speed of the vesseL 
Caprin Irving, of the Celtic, says extra 
lookouts were stationed and every pre- 
caution taken to prevent a collision. '*It 
was a little after 5 o'clock, I think, when 
I heard a whistle of another steamer off 
our starboard bow. 
It seemed at such 
a distance that I did not think there WS3 
dan^^er of meeting us. 
A few minutes 
later the same whistle sounded again, 
this time much nearer. 
I rang the bell 
to stop the engines and just then the 
Britannic loomed up on our starboard, 
apparently trying to cross our bow. I 
ordered our engine stoppe i, but it was 
too late and our momentum carried ua 
into tha Brltannic's port side."

Louis during the meeting of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, consisted of an 
elegant volume with silver clasps, con-" 
taining the signatureB of 20,000 citizens 
of St. Louis.

Care of the Hands. 


A well-kept hand is a mark of good 
breeding. 
A lady will not haVe bitten 
or broken nails, neither will she keep 
her hands white at the expense of use- 
fulness. 
A hard-working hand may be 
neatly cared for and be far from dis- 
pleasing. 
It is not a good plan to keep 
the hands soiled longer than necessary. 
After drawing in crayon or gardening, 
they should be well washed in warm 
water and soap, and thoroughly dried. 
Gloves save the hands from much wear 
and tear, and if the fingers are cut ofí 
do not hinder work. 
Young girls often 
have red hands, partly the result of 
poor circulation ; to remedy this, plenty 
of exercise, on horseback if possible, is 
desirable. 
Gloves sliould not be worn 
too tight, and frequent washing in warm 
water and honey soap, or in hot water 
and milk, should be followed by thor- 
ough drying and the use of violet pow- 
der. 
Glycerine used before retiring, 
camphor ball, or washing with hot wa- 
ter and oatmeal is good for chapped 
hands. 
If the glycerine is rubbed in 
while the hands are still wet with soap 
and warm water it is very efficacious. 
Sun-burnt hands may be treated with 
lime water or lemon juice. 


Much roughness of hands might be 
prevented by greater care in drying 
them, and a slight use of violet powder. 
Chilblains on the hands come from 
holding them near the fire when they 
are very cold ; electricity is thought to 
prevent them. 
Warts may be re- 
moved by the application of fresh beef 
steeped tAventy-four hours in vinegar ; in 
a week they will disappear. In En- 
gland no hand is considered clean if the 
nails are not nice. 
Finger-nails worn 
long and pointed are not beautiful. 
They should generally be cut once a 
week, and a sharp pen-knife is better 
than scissors. 
Peoj^le who bite their 
nails deserve the 
ugly 
appearance 
which follows. 
The nails should be 
examined each 
morning, 
and after 
washing the hands in warm water, the 
cuticle about the bottom and side of 
the nail should be carefully pushed 
back with a soft towel. 
If more is nec- 
essary, the little ivory instruments sold 
for the purpose are useful. 
The best 
nail-powder is made of fine oxide of tin, 
perfumed with otto of lavender, and 
tinted with carmine. It may be rubbed 
on with 
with the finger or with a 
nail-polisher 
covered 
with 
leather. 
When some of the particles which nour- 
ish the nails are intercepted, 
white 
spots are the result. 
If these spots are 
not removed by the growth of the nail, 
a compress wet with spirits of wine and 
camphor may be applied and kept moist 
for several days. 
Vaseline cold cream, 
gently rubbed on for some days, will 
also make the spots disappear.—A. M. 
Turner,

A BIG mH-UP. 


Two Wabash Freiirht 
Trains ColUde 
Near Toledo and A. L. Shepperd, 
of This City, Is Terri- 
bly Injured. 


The Wabash railroad broke a very 
monotonous quiet for the newspaper re- 
porters yesterday. 
Just this side of To- 
ledo freight trains NOB. 97 and 58 met in 
collision and the engines crushed Into 
each other with terrific force. 


The engineers and firemen saw the 
danger and leaped in safety from their 
Icsomotives. 
Mr. A. L. Shepperd, of 
this city, was not so fortunate, for he 
stood on the fifth car from one of the 
engines and just behind an oil car. The 
crash came and some twenty or twenty- 
five oars were telescoped and splintered. 
Poor Shepperd was pitched down into 
the debris almost in the midst of the oil 
barrels. 
The fluid caught fire and 
blazed up about him. 
He was pinned 
tightly between the timbers whUe the 
flames burned his face, the hair from his 
head, and almost withered one of his 
eyes. 
In battling to extricate himself 
the flesh was peeled from his right arm 
and hung in shrels. 
Other portions of 
his body were similarly scorched, and 
adding to this his bruises Shepperd suf- 
ferred terrible agony. 


The train men who escaped injury, 
were all the while working like heroes to 
save their companion, and they did res- 
cue him in time to save his life.

The Annual Meeting for Indiana Makes 
a Good Showing. 


The fourteenth annual state conven- 
tion of the W. O. T. U. of Indiana, met 
Friday at the Friends' meeting house in 
Richmond, with over 10 delegates, rep- 
resenting twenty-seven counties, present. 
Mrs. J. B. Nicholas, president, of Indi 
anapolis, waa in the chair. 
After the 
nsnal opening devotional exercises, ap- 
pointment of committees, etc.. 
Miss 
Caroline Buell, of Chicago, made an 
eloquent address. 
Arrangements were 
made to hold religions meetings in vari- 
ous chnrches there yesterday and each 
evening during the session, which will 
eontinne antil to-morrow. 


Miss LI. S . Beed, of Indianapolis, the 
state corresponding seoretary. read 
her 
report. 
Following is a snmmary of it: 
"llie summary of reports sent to her 
from the auxilliary unions shows a total 
of 125 auxiliaries with a membership of 
2,617, and an honorary membership of 
224. 
Of these, 106 are W. 0. T. U.'s, 
with 2,179 members, while nineteen 
"T's" bring the freshness and strength 
of 338 young hearts into the work. 
Forty-six new unions have been organ 
ized, thirty-six of them becoming auxil> 
iary; thirteen counties have been organ- 
ized daring the year, making a total of 
thirty-six' organized; fifty-nine conven 
tions are reported as being held by 
these counties. 
There were twenty-six 
juvenile organizations reported, with a 
membership of 1,850. 
This falls short 
of representing the juveniles, owing to 
a change in the name of their organiza- 
tions, all members were not reported; 
85,592 
pages of the leaflets, be- 
sides copies of the Voice, Phalanx and 
other papers, have been distriduted dur- 
ing the year. 
The ear of the people has 
been reached by 305 mass meetings and 
150 lectures; 412 gospel temperance 
meetings, in part or entirely under the 
auspices of the W. O. T. U. have re- 
sulted in 14,248 pledges to total absti- 
nence and 123 conversions. 
The mon- 
eys received aggregate $6,282.49, of 
which amount $1,123.49 has been spent 
in special lines work. 
Speciid mention 
should be made of W a ^ e county as be- 
ing the banner county in membership— 
189. 
Floyd, Steuben, Wabash, Jay, 
Monroe and Hamilton come next in the 
order mentioned, each having passed the 
100 line. Stenben county ranks first in 
the number of auxiliaries, having six W. 
C. T. U's. and two "T's." New Albany 
onion has reached a membership of 156, 
which has not been surpassed by any 
union heretofore, and also has the lar 
gest company of the Loyal legion—250 
strong in two detachments. 


T h e department 
of organization was 
created at the last convention and placed 
in charge of the president 
and 
corres- 
ponding secretary. 
Six organizers were 
appointed, viz: 
Mrs. Oowan. Miss Pal- 
mer, Mrs. Austin Thomas, Miss Whist- 
ler, Mrs. Balch and Miss Hay. The 
latter is state superintendent and state 
organizer forthe"Y's." 


The gospel temperance work has re- 
ported as being in a progressive state. 
The past pear has seen a great advance 
in this work. 
Under the labors of Mrs. 
Hnlcee at New Albany, Jeffersonville 
and other points, the Murphys at Frank- 
lin, Yincennes and Evansville, Mrs.

Deab Bib:—I am in receipt of your 
letter of the 7th inst., 
transmitting 
handsomely engrossed 
resolutions of 
General U. S. Grant post 13, approving 
my executive action vetoing the de- 
pendent pension bill. I beg to express 
through you to t h e m e m b e r s of t h e post 
m y appreciation of their 
endorsement, 
a n d m y thanks for t h e courtesy 
mani- 
fested in t h e f o r m of their approval. I t 
sometimes happens that ofScial conduct, 
clearly demanded b y imperative 
obli- 
gation of public duty, is m a d e difficult b y 
counter influences and inclinations, 
which grow out of sympathy, or by dis- 
position to follow with the ease and com- 
fort apparent to current popular opinion. 
Those of our citizens not holding office, 
and thns entirely free froui the solemn 
obligation of protecting the people, often 
fail to realize that their public servantt 
are to a large extent debarred in official 
action from the indulgence of their chari- 
table impulses, which in private life is 
not only harmless, but conunendable. 
While deprivation should be regarded aa 
one of the stern incidents of the faithful 
performances of official duty, and while 
it should be endured with resignation 
arising from an unfaltering faith in nlti 
mate jastice of the American people, it 
ia nevertheiess gratifying to receive such 
expressions as are contained in the 
resolutions now before me.

Charles Apel, a Printer and a Stranger 
Dies Here and is Bnried by the 
Fort Wayne Union. 


About one month ago, Charles Apel, a 
printer, of middle i^e, arrived in this 
city from Atlanta, Georgia, in an ex- 
hausted condition. 
He sought out Bev. 
M. L. Blaney, pastor of the Ghristian 
church, to whom he presented a letter 
from a sister church ia the sunny south, 
recommending him as having been a 
member in good standing there, and 
entitled to the fellowship of any Chris- 
tian church. 
Bev. Blaney, with the co- 
operation of some members of the Fort 
Wayne Typographical onion, succeeded 
in getting him into the Oity hospital, 
where, as already announced, he died 
last Thursday. The funeral of the de- 
ceased typo occurred yesterday under 
the auspices of Fort Wayne union No. 
78, its members, about seventy in num- 
ber, turning out in a body, and acting 
as escort to the funeral cortege. The 
remains had been taken 
from the 
hospital to the undertaking rooms of 
Franks & Wellman, from whence they 
were yesterday taken to the Ghristian 
church, corner of Jefferson and Griffith 
streets, where Bev. Blaney, after ex- 
plaining a neat floral emblem, "30," 
which is well understood by all prin- 
ters, and which decorated the coffin of 
the deceased, read a poem hastily word- 
ed by himself. 
He then preached a 
sermon very appropriate to the occa- 
sion, and which is highly spoken of by 
those who were fortunate enough to 
hear it. 
The deceased was a stranger 
here, and had but one sister, who resid- 
ed in Chieago, and who probably by 
this time has gone forth to meet her 
brother, as word was received from 
there that she was at the point of death.

Two Monster Steamers of the White 


Star Lino in Collision -Other 


Calamaties on Water, 


NEW YOKE, May 23.— Tho steamship 


Britannic, of the White Star Hue. which 
left New Tork for Liverpool Wedneinuy 
last, ran into the steamship Celtic, of 
the same lino, bound for New York, on 
Thursday evening, during a dense fog, 
off Nantnofeet. The Celtic waa struck 
just abaft tho rnizzen rigging and fcbadly 
damaged. The Britannic, however, sus- 
tained even greater injury, and was 
obliged to turn back to this port. 


The collision occurred about eighty 


miles from the mainland, off Nantuoket. 
The Britannic was on her course, head- 
about east by north, while the Celtic 
was evidently lost, and had her bow 
pointing about south.

speed, for that would have helped the 
Britanuic to clear, or at least lessoned 
the blow, but thoro hod been no nltora 
tion made in the speed of tho vesaeL 
Captain frying, of the Celtic, says extra 
lookouts were stationed aud every pre- 
caution taken to prevent a collision. "It 
was a little after 5 o'clock, I think, when 
1 heard ti whistle of another steamer off 
our starboard IKVW. It seemed at such 
a distance that I did not think there wen 
danger of meeting us. A few miuuteu 
ator the same wh'stlo sounded again, 
thin time much nearer. I rang tho bell 
to stop the engines and jtift then the 
Britannic loomed up on onr storhoard, 
apparently trying to cross our bow. I 
ordered our engine stoppeJ, but it woa 
too lato and our momentum carried us 
into tha Brifannio'd port fliile."

A well-kept hand is a mark of good 


breeding.' 
A lady will not have bitten 


or broken nails, neither nil! she keep 
hor hands white at tho expense of use- 
fulness. 
A hard-working hand may bo 


neatly cared for ami be far from dis- 
pleasing. It is not a good plan to keep 
the hands soiled longer than necessary. 
After drawing in crayon or gardening, 
they should he well washed in warm 
water and soap, and thoroughly dried. 
Gloves save the hands from much wear 
and tear, and if the lingers ore cut o2 
do not hinder work.

A BIG SMASH-UP. 


Two Wftbash freight Traini Collide 


Near Toledo and A. L. SLcpperd, 


ol This City, Is Terri- 


bly Injured. 


Tho Wnhash raihroail broke a verj 


monotonous quiet for the newspaper re- 
porters yesterday. Just this side of To- 
ledo freight trains NOB. 97 and 58 met iu 
collision and tho engines crushed Into 
each other with terrific force. 


The engineers and firemen saw the 


danger and leaned in safety from their 
Iccomotivoe. Mr. A. L. Shopperd, of 
this oity, waa not so fortunate, for ho 
stood on the fifth oar from one of the 
engines and just behind an oil car. The 
crash came aud some twenty or twenty- 
five cars were telescoped and splintered. 
Poor Shoppord was pitched down into 
the debris almost in the midst of the oil 
barrels. 
The fluid caught fire and 


blazed up about him. 
He was pinned 


tightly, between tho timbers while the 
flames burned his faoo, the hair from his 
head, and almoflt withered one of his 
eyes. In battling to extricate himself 
the flesh was peeled from hie right arm 
and hung iu shrews. Other portions of 
his body wore similarly scorched, and 
adding to this hia bruises Shepperd Buf- 
ferred terrible agony. 


The train men who escaped injury,
